DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6 and 11 to 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The process 
of manufacturing a kitchen utensil by subjecting an alloy with a defined composition to 
stamping on a punch to form a wafer having a diameter, oil rolling, and forming the 
kitchen utensil using an elongation process followed by trimming and surface treating 
with detailed process parameters which include using the following: a specified wafer 
diameter, 100-ton punch, blank holder force at about 10MPa for elongation process with 
male die and female die, each with a specified corner radius R, as recited by the claims, 
is not taught or fairly suggested by the art of record. 

3. Applied prior art, Japanese patent 1 0-1 21 205 and Japanese patent 1 1 -302739, 
teach hot rolling, annealing and cold rolling to form a steel plate to make kitchen 
appliance or kitchenware with a general statement of forming kitchen product by deep 
drawing or press forming with none of the process parameter recited by Applicants' 
claims. 

4. For the foregoing reasons, claims are allowable over the art of records.
